Summary 

Receipt of Applicant's Response filed on 01/13/1 1 is acknowledged. Claims 14- 
23 are pending. 

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examples7-12 in Tables 1-3 in the specification pointed out by Applicant on 
01/13/1 1 show that H PC-SSL, HPC-SL and PVA-PEG graft copolymers or instant 
claimed (a), (b) and (c) (claim 14) result in the unexpected property of a faster 
dissolution profile as compared to HPC-L (comparative Example 1 and 2). As such the 
instant claims are patentable over the prior art since the specifically claimed 
components (a), (b), and (c) in instant claim 14 produce unexpected results when 
compared to other HPC coating material (i.e. HPC-L). 

Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
